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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Ttie amendment to the claims raises a new issue not considered in its full scope, the presence of any 
PPARalpha agonist and any cannabinoid CB1 receptor antagonist present in mutually synergistic amounts for reducing food consumption, 
it was noted during prosecution that one set of OEA and rimonabant concentrations were determined to demonstrate synergy with respect 
to reduction of food amounts; however, the claims are broader than this data point and the amendement requires consideration of other 
mutually synergistic amounts and consideration of compound combinations not examined. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of record outlined in the 8/29/2008 
Office Action is maintained for the reasons of record. 

Applicant argues points with respect to mutual synergy. These points are not relevant to the entire claims scope since the amendment 
has not been entered. With respect to the mutual synergy acknowledged in the 8/29/2008 Office Action, the claims are not limited to the 
data points for which synergy has been demonstrated, which would overcome the instant rejection. Instead the claims are broader in scope 
and the rejection is maintained for conditions within the claim boundaries for which synergy has not been demonstrated.
